_PLAGUE AT HOK UN HOK. 

At the Sanitary Board mecting this 
afternoon, plague was reported to hive 
broken out.ut Bok Cn Hok. 

On May 22 Dr Mnofarline, Sxsistant M. 
O. H. wrote to the Principal Civil, Medical 
Ufticer on this subjeet, ax follows :—Lhir- 
teen cases of plague have oceurred at ‘tho 
umall villago of Hok Un Koki between 
April 7 and May 24. This is a Nae num- 
her ‘in proportion tu. the nunber af 
inhabitents, aud to the total for Kowloon, 
The villagers of Hok Un Hok work largely 
in the-eement works, shipbuilding yard 
and docks. They hnve every opportunity 
of spreading.the infection of fleas, and are 
probably tesponsiblo for somo of the 21 
eases in Hanghom, as Hunghom itsolf is) 
clear, and has never much plague: 

Most of the‘louses are quite unsuitable 
for occupation gnd do not lend themselves 
to proper cleqnsing. Nearly allare illegal 
under the Ordinanec,. Last your. it was 
Kowloon City which supplied the early 
forma of plague, this year it is Hok Un 
Kok and Sam Shui Po. 

I do not ses how plugue is ever 
controlled in Kowloon until 
something is done to these places. I con- 
sider that certain’ houses are unfit for 
habitation and that steps should be taken 
to close others luter...-Windows practically 
do not exist and consequently most of the 
houses are very dark inside. Overcrowding 
probably exists in mnny of them from thoir 
Except for these villages, 
plague has not started in Kowloon properly 
yet, and there is some ground for thinking 
that it would not be so severe in the 
regular tenement houses if it was not 


alluwed to. thoroughly _ establish itself in 
tho villages first, 4 
‘The‘President,.DrJ.
